The Royal Society for the encouragement of Arts, Manufactures and Commerce 
was founded in 1754, by William Shipley, a drawing master from Northampton, 
who assembled a group of the most eminent artists, philosophers and scientists of 
the day and declared that the objectives of his Society were ‘to embolden enterprise, to 
enlarge science, to refine art, to improve our manufactures and to extend our commerce’ 
The Society moved to its present premises, which were purpose built by the Adam 
brothers as part of their Adelphi development, in 1774.

A. H. Baldwin and Sons Ltd., founded in 1872, has had premises in The Adelphi 
since the 1920's and since 1970 at 11 Adelphi Terrace. The original Terrace was 
demolished in 1936. The drawing is derived from part of Robert Adam’s original 


plans for his Royal Terrace, and depicts the house at the West end of the Terrace at 
the corner of Robert Street.

GREEK COINS AND ROMAN COINS, 
THE KENNETH A JACOB COLLECTION 


Kenneth Jacob lived much of his life in Cambridge, was a past president of the Cambridge- 
shire Numismatic Society and author of books and notes on ancient and mediaeval coins, one 
of the more lasting of which has been Coins and Christianity first published in 1959, and 
reprinted 1985 and 1993. Many other notes in, for example, Seaby's Bulletin, concerned coins 
which he had discovered or identified, and coins from his Roman collection are noted on 
more than one page of RIC. He gathered most of the Greek and Roman coins in the 1940's 
and 1950's at a time when the modern practice of cleaning coins (even re-tooling) was not 
followed and all the coins have the old tone associated with such collections. The collector's 
tickets are models, giving full information about the coins in a neat hand, including 
references, as well as the date of purchase and source of the coins. Some, for example lot 9, 
contain additional information, in this case "presented by the Cambridge Amateur Operatic 
Society Choir, 22 November 1943". The tickets are sold with the coins.

A provenance for some of the pieces is W. C. Tadgell. He was proprietor of the Northern Hotel in 
Cambridge (adjacent to the railway station) where the Cambridge Numismatic Society used to 
hold their meetings. His collection was purchased by A. H. Baldwin & Sons Ltd., in 1957.
